| am sure that most of you have heard that Don Bostrom, N6IC, fell off the roof of one of his 
rental houses in Northridge. He managed to drive 8 miles to his home. He was found by his wife 
Sandy. He was bleeding heavily from one ear. The paramedics transported Don to Sherman 
Oaks Hospital. The doctors feared bleeding in his brain. Don was then transferred to the Glen- 
dale Adventist Hospital fora CAT scan and MRI. He has been lucid since the accident though he 
was not aware of the severity of the fall. He suffered a broken collar bone, three broken ribs, two 
compressed vertebrae, a broken bone near his ear, and blood had pooled behind his ear. 


A week later Don was moved to a recovery facility near Dodger Stadium. The following week 
Don was transferred to a facility near his home in the valley. He went through a rigorous regimen 
of physical therapy with two rehab sessions a day. He was having difficulty walking and talking. 
He suffers from hearing loss and he has to manage the pain from the broken bones. 


Don will return home on New Year’s Day. His right arm is wrapped to his body to allow the 
rips to heal. His is stable enough to be left alone and he will continue his rehab at a local gym. 


He is not ready for visitors however he really enjoys cards and letters! You can send them 
to his home address on QRZ.com. Hopefully we will get word soon that he is past this and soon 
again he will join us!
